Ex-Cl A Agent's 
Trips To Cuba 
Cause Concern 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A former 
employe of the Central Intelligence 
Agency made three trips to Cuba after 
becoming disenchanted with the CIA, 
which led the agency to rearrange 
some of its Western Hemisphere 
operations, an official source says. 


The agent quit the CIA more than 
five years ago and apparently was not 
unhappy with the agency at the time of 
his departure, the source said. 


But subsequently the CIA learned 
that he was “determined to do, say or 
write things to expose agency activi­ 
ties/’ the source said. After the former 
agent became disgruntled with the 
agency, he made three trips to 
Havana, the source said. 
“The presumption is that he was 
very forthcoming in Havana, and that 
Havana was very forthcoming with 
Moscow,” the source said. 
The dates of the trips to Havana 
could not be determined, nor could it 
be learned whether the CIA had in­ 
dependently determined whether the 
ex-agent supplied Cuban officials with 
information about agency operations. 
But the source said, “ When the 
contact was discovered, those things 
that he knew about the agency were 
looked at very hard and defensive 
measures were taken." 
In comments on a report issued by 


Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., 
earlier this week, the CIA indicated 
that it attem pted “ to term inate 
projects and move assets subject to 
compromise" as a result of the in­ 
cident. 
In CIA terminology, assets refer to 
people under cover, or firms or in­ 
stitutions which volunteer, contract or 
have been set up to help the agency 
around the world. 
On Wednesday night, the same 
source had said that the disgruntled 
agent was believed to have given in­ 
formation to a Soviet intelligence 
agent two years ago. On Friday night, 
the source said that that was an error 
and that there had been no contact 
with a Soviet agent. 
The source said the ex-agent is now 
living in Western Europe. 
Baker, vice chairman of the Senate 
W atergate 
com m ittee, 
reported 
Tuesday that the CIA’s deputy director 
of plans had told the committee in 
closed session that the incident 
threatened to compromise Western 
Hemisphere operations. 
Baker’s report, devoted to possible 
CIA involvement in Watergate, said 
that the agency had described the 
Western Hemisphere affair for the 
committee but that description was 
deleted from his public report at 
agency request. 
Bartenders Help 
Distraught Patrons 


RACINE, Wis. (AP) — Tavern 
owner Robert Sucharda, like many 
other bartenders, has always thought 
of 
himself 
as 
a 
poor 
m an’s 
psychiatrist. 
But now he has a framed diploma on 
the wall of his neighborhood bar, Bob’s 
Tap, to prove it. 
Sucharda and a dozen other bar­ 
tenders got their diplomas this week 
from the Racine County Mental Health 
Association in a new program to teach 
barmen to help disconsolate drinkers 
who cry in their beer. 
“A lot of people drink when they 
have problems," said Sucharda, 52, a 
bartender for 24 years. “ And they 
usually talk to the bartender, telling 
him their troubles. But now I know 
what to do." 
The program, the brainchild of Dr. 
Wendell Hunt of the Milwaukee County 
Mental Health Foundation, consisted 
of five, three-hour sessions that 
focused on training bartenders to 
recognize what kind of problems their 
drinkers have. 
It also gives them a knowledge of 
where people can go to get help. 
For instance, program director Ruth 
Wayland of Racine said, the bartender 
can guide his patrons 
to public 
agencies offering aid for medical, 
emotional, 
juvenile, financial 
and 
alcoholism problems. 
“We’re not trying to teach bar­ 
tenders 
to 
become 
arm chair 
psychiatrists,” Mrs. Wayland said. 
“We teach them how to listen. They’re

not supposed to analyze problems or 
anything like that.” 


“We don’t push it," Sucharda said. 
“There are times when a guy isn’t 
going to want you to butt into his 
business. They have to want help 
themselves. A lot of people just don’t 
know where to go, and that’s where we 
come in.” 


Dr. E. W. Belter, who guided the 
training period at the Racine County 
Alcoholism Treatment Center, said the 
bartenders are the logical choice for 
helping people who don’t know where 
to turn. 


“Fate has placed tavern keepers in 
the position of hearing these cries for 
help, often from people who wouldn’t 
be there in the first place if they knew 
where to turn,” he said. 
Hunt said bartenders can be par­ 
ticularly helpful to persons in lower 
socio-economic groups. 
“Studies show thai ministers and 
bartenders have the most contact with 
inner city residents,” 
he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
judge has indicated he may require 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
to testify in the plumbers trial. 
At the same time, U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard A. Gesell slapped down 
an attempt by lawyers for John D. 
Ehrlichm an 
to 
obtain 
written 
questions and answers from President 
Nixon for use as evidence in the trial. 
Kissinger, now traveling in Europe 
for meetings with NATO allies, has 
been named in trial testimony as 
among those who hoped to damage the 
public image of Daniel Ellsberg in 
1971. 
Ehrlichman’s attorneys are seeking 
Kissinger’s testimony because they 
believe he will poke holes in the 
credibility of a principal prosecution 
witness, David R. Young. 
Ehrlichman and three others are 
accused of plotting a burglary at the 
office of Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, Dr. 
Lewis J. Fielding of Beverly Hills, 
Calif. The break-in on Sept. 3,1971, was 
carried off by the plumbers, a special 
White 
House 
investigative 
unit 
charged in part with finding out all 
they could about Ellsberg. 
The former scholar and Pentagon 
analyst leaked the Pentagon Papers 
study of the Vietnam War to the press. 
In 
the 
plumbers 
trial, 
the 
prosecution rested its case Friday 
following five days of testimony. 
Ehrlichman, until last April 30 White 
House domestic affairs chief, is to 
testify in his own behalf Monday, but 
his lawyers began his case with lesser 
witnesses Friday. 
At the close of the prosecution’s 
case, Gesell said he may dismiss one of 
the five counts against Ehrlichman 
even if the jury returns a guilty ver­ 
dict. 
Ehrlichman is charged with lying 
during an FBI interview last spring, 
and Gesell has said he doubts the 
constitutionality of the federal perjury 
law as applied to statements by FBI 
agents. 
The statements are based upon 
interv iews with defendents with no one 
else present as in court or grand jury 
testimony. 
While indicating reservations about 
the charge, Gesell denied motions by 
defense attorneys requesting that ail 
charges against Ehriichman be dis­ 
missed.

Dr. Bernard Malloy, of the CIA’s 
medical support division, whose usual 
task is to prepare psychiatric profiles 
on foreign leaders.

Ellsberg. 
On Aug. 12,1971, Malloy said, he was 
summoned to meet with the four 
principal members of the plumbers, 
defendent G. Gordon Liddy, E. 
Howard Hunt, and the prosecution’s 
major witnesses, Young and Egil 
(Bud) Krogh. At the meeting, Malloy 
testified, he was told by Young that 
both Ehrlichman and Kissinger had

psychiatric study of Ellsberg. 
Malloy added, “I was informed the 
President was also aware of the study, 
which was to be a multi-faceted ap­ 
proach.” 


At the time, Ellsberg had been in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury on 
charges growing out of the leaking of 
the Pentagon papers. 
It was the belief that highly personal 
information about Ellsberg was 
required which led to the break-in at 
Fielding’s office. The psychiatrist had 
refused to discuss Ellsberg with FBI 
agents. 
Lawyers for Ehrlichman said 
Kissinger will testify he never asked 
for the psychiatric profile. 
Former White House special counsel 
Charles W. Colson testified this week 
that Kissinger was among those, in­ 
cluding President Nixon, who hoped 
through press leaks or information 
provided to congressional committees 
to smear Ellsberg’s reputation. 
On Friday, the White House sought 
to quash a defense subpoena for 
Kissinger’s appearance. A statement 


initialed by Kissinger says he knows 
nothing of the guilty or innocence of 
any of the defendents. 
Although not issuing a final ruling on 
the White House request, U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard 
A. 
Gesell 
said 
Kissinger should “hold himself in 
readiness,” which is a polite way of 
saying he is still under subpoena. 
Gesell has received at least two sets 
of proposed questions for Nixon to 
answer. He said the final collection of 
about two dozen questions could be an­ 
swered through other sources than the 
testimony, written or otherwise, of a 
sitting President. 
The judge said “it is a rare thing” to 
seek testimony of a president before a 
criminal trial. 
Unless new questions are framed 
which only Nixon might answer, Gesell 
indicated presidential testimony would 
not be admitted into evidence. 
Labor Unions Donate 
To Nixon Probers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Labor 
unions have donated $13,355 in cam­ 
paign funds to eight members of the 
House Judiciary Committee since it 
began its impeachment inquiry, with 
30 per cent of it coming from the pro- 
Nixon Teamsters union. 


Campaign finance reports show that 
only three of the 38 members have 
received more than $1,000 from labor 
unions since last October. All three re­ 
ceived money both from unions 
favoring impeachment and from the 
anti-impeachment Teamsters. 


Critics have suggested that the 
impeachment proceedings might be 
unfairly influenced by the AFI/-CIO, 
whose leaders have called for Nixon's 
ouster. The AFL-CIO usually donates 
heavily to Democratic congressional 
campaigns. 
A study of campaign finance reports 
shows that the AFI>-CIO itself had 
donated no money to any member of 


the impeachment panel since the 
inquiry started. 


Unions affiliated with the AFL-CIO, 
a few of which are lukewarm in their 
support for the pro-impeachment 
stand of the federation’s leadership, 
have donated $8,125. The United Auto 
Workers, an independent union that 
formally advocates impeachment, has 
given $1,180. The Teamsters have 
given $4,050. 


More than half the total amount, 
$7,400, went to a single member, 
Edward Mezvinsky, a first-term Iowa 
Democrat who faces a tough re- 
election race this year He reported 
getting $3,000 from the Teamsters and 
$4,400 from the UAW and AFIX:iO 
unions. 
The second-largest total, $3,125, 
went to Democrat Barbara Jordan, of 
Houston. She reported $500 from the 
Teamsters and $2,625 from the UAW 
and AFI/-CIO unions. 


Democrat Charles Rangel of New 
York City is listed as receiving $500 
from the Teamsters and $550 from pro- 
impeachment unions. 
One of the most ardent Nixon critics 
on the committee, Democrat Jerome 
Waldie of Berkeley, Calif., split with 
the state AF I .-CIO leadership during 
his recent, losing campaign for the 
party ’s nomination for governor. 
Nevertheless, he received $500 from an 
AFI/-CIO union and $30 from the auto 
workers. 
Two Republicans received money 
from labor unions. Thomas Railsback 
of Illinois got $500 from the anti-Nixon 
auto workers, and the pro-Nixon 
Teamsters reported giving $50 to 
Joseph J. Maraziti of New Jersey. 
The only other union donations since 
October went to Democrat John 
Conyers of Detroit, who reported $500 
from an AF L O O union, and Demo­ 
crat Wayne Owens of Utah, who was 
listed for $200 from the auto workers. 
Post Office Aids Consumers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Every day 
in post offices across the nation, letters 
are being stamped: “ Return to sender. 
Order issued against addressee for 
violation of false representation law." 
It’s all part of a little-known con­ 
sumer protection program which the 
Postal Service estim ates saves 
Americans more than $100 million 
annually. 
Since 1972, the agency has issued 
more than 200 mail-stop orders against 
firms found guilty of false represen­ 
tation in advertising. The action often 
puts them out of business. 
The ads, most often placed in tabloid 
newspapers and he-man magazines, 
appeal to members of both sexes 
yearning for youth, beauty, health, 
virility or success. 
The 
cases 
often 
involve 
sex

stimulants, bustline increasers, weight 
loss and weight gain schemes, land 
sales, beauty products, vitam ins, 
phony schools and hair-growing po­ 
tions. 
“It’s just amazing what you can sell 
through the mails,” says a senior 
Postal Service official. “ People will 
buy almost anything.” 
Until a few years ago, the Postal 
Service had to prove intent to get a 
fraud conviction. Now it only has to 
establish that the advertising for a 
product was false to get a stop-mail 
order and accomplish the same end. 
The ad can be in newspapers, 
magazines, radio or television, just as 
long as it seeks to have the money sent 
through the mails. 
“The purpose of this law is not to 
punish people; it’s to protect the 
public,” said Adam G. 
Wenchel, 
retiring Postal Service judicial officer. 


The cases usually start out with a 
postal inspector, under a fictitious 
name, sending away for an advertised 
product. He then demands the refund 
guaranteed “if not fully satisfied” and, 
when turned down, turns the file over 
to lawyers in the Consumer Protection 
Division. 
An administrative law judge hears 
the testimony and returns an initial 
decision which is reviewed by the 
judicial officer. 
After a mail-stop begins, consumer 
letters ordering the bogus product are 
stopped at the post office or by the mail 
carrier and returned to the sender. 
The Postal Service estimates that 
Americans were taken for a $150 
million ride by mail fraud artists in 
fiscal 1973, not counting the $6 million 
returned through court orders or 
voluntary restitution and an estimated 
$100 million saved by crackdowns.

In Armory Theft? 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — The Dayton 
Journal-Herald said today Marcus 
Wayne Chenault denies any in­ 
volvement in the killings earlier this 
year of two Dayton black ministers. 
In 
a 
copyrighted 
story, 
the 
newspaper said Chenault would tell 
police in Atlanta today he had no part 
in the two murders. 
Chenault, a former Dayton resident, 
is charged in Atlanta with the murders 
last Sunday of Mrs. Martin Luther 
King Sr. and a church deacon. 
Chenault’s attorney, 
Randolph 
Bacote, was quoted by the newspaper 
as saying, 
“We deny any 
prior 
killings... Every killing that has 
happened with a black minister in the 
last six months, they’ll be looking at 
my client." 
Dayton police have been checking on 
a possible connection between the 
Atlanta shootings and the murders of 
the Rev. William Wright and the Rev. 
Eugene Charles Johnson Sr., both local 
black ministers. 
But police said unofficial pre­ 
liminary reports indicate that the .32 
caliber gun used to kill one of the 
ministers is not the same gun used to 
kill Mrs. King. 
Bacote said Chenault insists he acted 
alone in the Atlanta killings. 
He said Chenault claims no other 
members of the “Black Israelites," a 
group that believes black ministers 
and leaders should be punished for 
misleading blacks, were aware of his 
plans. 


IX)S ANGELES (AP) — Authorities 
were investigating the possibility 
today that inside information was 
available to burglars who took more 
than IOO weapons and thousands of 
rounds

California Army National Guard ar­ 
mory in suburban Compton. 


"I’ve been a cop IO years and I 
worked in burglary for three years and 
I’ve never seen a more professional 
job," Compton police Sgt. Cliff Smith 
said. “They had that place covered 
like a blanket. They knew exactly what 
to do, where to go and what to take. 
There was no wasted effort.” 


He said the burglars appeared to 
have just the right equipment to ac­ 
complish their job. “Nothing inside the 
armory was used to get where they 
were going," Smith told a reporter 
Friday night. 
Authorities said they had no hard 
leads on who was responsible for the 
theft while the armory was not 
guarded, some time between Wed­ 
nesday morning and Thursday night. 
Investigators said they also were 
studying the possibility that the theft 
was engineered 
by 
a 
terrorist 
organization. 
The investigation by police, the FBI 


and the California Military Depart­ 
ment included checking fingerprints 
taken at the scene and contacting 
armament stores and truck leasing 
companies. 


Military authorities listed the stolen 
weapons and ammunition as: 96 M16 
rifles; seven M60 machine guns; eight 
M79 grenade launchers; 
one 
.45- 
caliber automatic pistol and 156 bayo­ 
nets; 3,360 rounds of 5.56mm M16 
bullets; 1,000 rounds of 7.62mm 
machine gun bullets; 45 rounds of .45- 
caliber bullets; 40 grenades; 16 smoke 
grenades; IOO riot grenades and 75 gas 
masks. 


National Guard officials estimated 
the loss at $22,686.59. M16 rifles cost 
the government $142 each, M60 
machine guns $578 and M79 grenade 
launchers $222. A .45-cal. pistol costs 
$57, the bayonets were valued at $702. 
the ammunition at $405.10, the 
grenades at $866.24 and the gas masks 
at $1,202.25 
Federal sources say M16 rifles are 
selling on the black market for $300 to 
$600 each, and M60 machine guns sell 
for more than $1,000.

Good Possibility

Double cropping soybeans with 
small grain is not only possible but can 
be quite profitable. Recent develop­ 
ments of herbicides, the availability of 
adapted soybean varieties, and new 
planting techniques and equipment 
have made possible this cropping 
sequence. 
Some of the key practices for double 
cropping soybeans are: 
(I) Early 
small grain harvest, (2) Immediate 
planting of soybeans, (3) Narrow rows, 
(4) Control of Weeds, (5) Selection of 
variety, 
and 
(6) 
Conservation 
or 
moisture. July IO is a date that is 
recom m ended for seeding. Later 
planting may be questionable. 
In most instances, the preferred 
method is to plant soybeans into the 
small grain stubble with no tillage 
whatsoever. This requires no-tillage 
planting 
equipm ent. 
V egetation 
existing in the stubble must be con­ 
trolled, as well as the growth of weeds 
germinating from seed. In a no-tillage 
situation, Paraquat and a surfactant 
such as X-77 or similar material can be 
used to kill the existing vegetation. The 
rate of Parquat should be I to 2 pints 
per acre with *2 pint of X-77 per IOO 
gallons of spray solution. To the 
Paraquat must be added a herbicide or 
combination of herbicides to control 
germinating weeds throughout the 
remainder of the growing season, 
l^sso at 2 to 2.5 quarts per acre and 
Iiorox 50 WP at I to 2 pounds per acre 
(.5 to I lb. active) has been quite 
successful.

Use the higher rate on dense stubble 
and vegetation. In most instances, it is 
best to remove the lose straw and 
leave the 6 to 8-inch stubble. 
If no-tillage planting equipment is 
not available, some form of tillage is 
necessary. If the tillage operation 
destroys all existin g vegetation . 
Paraquat can be omitted from the

binations. To prevent the loss of 
moisture, tillage should be kept to a 
minimum. 
In both no-tillage and conventional 
tillage operations, be sure that there is 
good coverage of the soybeans. 
Attempt to plant 1 4 inches deep and 
be sure that theXrench or slit made by 
the planter is closed. 
The preferred timing of application 
of herbicides is at or immediately after 
planting, but still the same day of 
planting. In no case can these her­ 
bicides be applied after the soybeans 
emerge. If there may be a problem of 
not getting the herbicides applied 
promptly after planting, they m ay be 
applied prior to planting. 
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Beekeepers Urged 
To Watch Apiaries 
For Pesticide Damage 


News For Homemakers 


With the spray season underway, 
Ohio’s 8,600 beekeepers are cautioned 
by a farm program official to be 
watchful for any damage to their bees 
due to pesticides. 
William C. Bauer, Chairman of the 
Ohio State Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation (ASC) Committee, 
advised beekeepers to learn what 
methods are used for pest control of 
various crops in areas where their 
apiaries are located. He said that 
beekeepers, farmers, and even home 
gardeners could profit by developing a 
cooperative attitude. 
Bees,” Bauer said, “ increase farm 
and garden production by pollination 
of plants they visist while collecting 
nectar. The farm crops, in turn, are 
the major source of nectar and pollen 
for the making of honey.’’ 
Bee kills are serious, resulting in 
reduced production of some crops and 
the loss of income for the beekeeper 
and other farmers. Whole colonies of 
75 to 100,000 bees may die if overex­ 
posed to pesticides through their 
visiting sprayed blossoms, or fly 
through sprayed areas, Bauer noted. 
He suggested that farmers become 
more familiar with beekeeping ac­ 
tivities 
in 
the 
area 
and 
notify 
beekeepers 
prior to the 
use 
of 
pesticides. 
When bees are lost due to pesticides 
through no fault if their keeper, the 
owner may qualify for an indemnity 
payment from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, lasses should be reported 


to the county ASCS office immediately 
so an inspection may be arranged. 
To qualify, however, beekeepers 
must have reported by July 15 to their 
ASCS office the number of colonies and 
location of apiaries they own or con­ 
trol. 
Bauer said that several changes 
have been made in the beekeeper 
indemnity program for 1974. These 
include: 
Claims are now made on the basis of 
a flat rate payment for each colony 
killed or damaged. The option of filing 
for an indemnity payment based on net 
loss of income has been eliminated. 
Payment rates have been increased 
moderately, and are now $22.50 for a 
destroyed colony, $15 for a severely 
damaged 
colony, 
$7.50 
for 
a 
moderately damaged colony, and $7.50 
for a destroyed queen nucleus. 
The provision for payment for 
multiple losses suffered by the same 
colony within the calendar year has 
been discontinued. The beekeeper may 
file a single claim based on the most 
severe damage suffered by a colony. 
In the event a person inspecting bees 
after damage is reported is unable to 
determine that the loss resulted from 
pesticides, not because of disease, 
starvation, or neglect, the beekeeper 
still has an option. He may be able to 
establish the loss by furnishing 
evidence such as statements from 
farmers, applicators, or other in­ 
dividuals to prove that the damage 
was caused by a pesticide. 
Use Right Sprayer 
For Job At Hand

The effectiveness of the spraying 
and dusting you do around the home, 
yard, and garden may depend on the 
type of sprayer you use. Sprayers are 
designed tor applying three types of 
sprays—space spray, contact or 
surface spray, and a combination of 
contact and surface, according to Bill 
Gill, Extension Agricultural Engineer 
at The Ohio State University. 
Space sprays are used to control 
odors and flying insects in and about 
the home. Very fine droplets are 
formed which remain in the air for a 
short period of time. 
This type of spraying may be done 
with a household sprayer, the least 
expensive type. It holds a small 
amount of spray liquid and is easy to 
use. Some have an adjustable nozzle 
and may also be used for surface 
sprays on a small area, Gill suggests. 
An aerosol bomb is a self contained 
unit, commonly used because of its 
convenience, especially when using a 
small quantity of spray. Just depress 
the valve with your finger and you • 
have a fog spray. 
The garden hose sprayer has 
become one of the most popular types 
for surface 
sprays. 
It 
uses the 
relatively low pressure from the water 
system to draw chemical mixtures 
from a small jar attached to the end 
of your garden hose. The jar is 
calibrated so you can determine how 
many gallons of material have been 
applied. It is inexpensive, easy to clean 
and convenient to use where a water 
line is available. You should have a 
separate jar for using weed killing 
chemicals. Gill cautions. 
A trombone or slide pump type 
sprayer may be used with a two-gallon 
bucket for holding the spray material, 
especially for spraying small trees and 
shrubs. It is intermediate in cost. 
The compressed air sprayer is one of 
the most versatile sprayers and may 
be used for either a surface spray or a 
space spray by merely changing or 
adjusting the nozzle. It may be pur­ 
chased in sizes from one gallon up. 
Two to 3-gallon units are most com­ 
mon. The amount to be sprayed at one 
time determines the most satisfactory 
size unit. A tank with a large opening is 
preferred for easy cleaning, Gill 
suggests. 
For large areas, a knapsack sprayer 
may be desirable. It is a compressed 
air sprayer designed for carrying on 
your back. 
When spraying a small acreage, a

About one of five mothers feared the 
children were not getting enough meat 
or milk. Fewer than three per cent 
worried about the little one’s eating too 
much. Over one in four mothers used 
food as a reward, and of these, 75 per 
cent used desserts as the reward. 
Attitudes toward receiving food 
treats as a sign of love or incentive to 
good behavior seems to be firmly 
entrenched by the time school begins. 
Also, mothers often held back food as 
punishment for the wee ones. These 
habits encourage people to turn to food 
when they feel unloved, afraid of loss, 
or deprived. 
Taste habits are also firmly instilled 
in children long before school begins. 
For example, a demand that milk taste 
rich and that a sweet dessert follows 
meals. The older the child gets, the 
harder it is for him to accept changes 
in taste. Styles of activity or inactivity 
appear to have taken hold in the first 
six years, too, as part of a total general 
life style. In other words, by the time 
the child is a preadulescent it is a little 
late to try to mold his eating and ac­ 
tivity patterns.

Stabilization and Conservation Service 
in Pickaway County. 
Spangler explained that the 1974 
procedure is different from previous 
years when there was a signup period 
ahead of planting and a certification 
period after planting. Now a farmer

certification visit to the county office 
and can even sign up by mail if he 
chooses. 
Signup and certification are as 
important as ever to producers, 
Spangler said. He pointed out that the 
new 
agricultural 
law 
includes 
provisions for disaster payments to 
participants if their feed grain, wheat 
crops are lost or the yield substantially 
reduced because of natural disaster. 
Also, as in prior years, eligibility for 
support loans and payments is 
dependent on being in the program. 
“ Remember, July 15 is the last day 
farmers can signup and certify their 
farm program participation,” Mr. 
Spangler said. “ We hope every eligible 
producer has visited or gotten in touch 


“ Don’t plow it under.” These em­ 
phatic words of local ASCS director 
Walton W. Spangler are directed at 
farmers whose farm program crops 
have been destroyed or damaged by a 
disaster, such as floods, hail, drought, 
etc. in Pickaway County. 
Producers who believe they may be

What they should NOT do, Spangler 
said, is plow under or otherwise 
destroy evidence of the crop damage 
until specifically advised by the county 
ASCS Office that they may do so. 
Official determinations must be made 
on the extent of loss. 
“ If a farmer believes that natural 
disaster has caused a substantial loss 
in yield of his program crops, he 
should notify the county office as soon 
as he can. He should not destroy the 
crop residue. If his loss is partial and 
he harvests some or all of the crop, he 
should be ready to furnish evidence of 
the yield, such as warehouse receipts 
and similar documents. 
“ Most important of all, he should 
keep in touch with the county ASCS 
Office,” Spangler added. 
This is the first year in which ASCS 
is to make disaster payments to 
eligible farmers who have substantial 
losses in production of program crops 
because of natural disaster. Program

Buffalo Mining Co., which sent a wall 
of water down the Ixigan County valley 
killing 125 persons and leaving more 
than 4,000 homeless. 


It w as expected to be a month before 
the first claims would be paid. 
.Although we are fully conscious 
there can be no replacement for a 
loved one. we have sincerely tried to 
rectify this tragic accident,” a Pittston 
tatem ent said. “The settlement . . . 
will provide substantial compensation 
to those involved in the suit w ithout the 
inevitable risk and expense and delay 
*<f a long and difficult trial.” 


The firm said it had been “con­ 
sistently willing to express that 
sympathy in the form of reasonable 
compensation for valid claims of loss.” 
With the latest settlement the firm 
has paid in excess of $26 million to the 
flood victims. Immediately after the 
disaster the company attempted to 
settle as many claims as possible out 
of court.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Trade Commission says it is un­ 
dertaking an investigation of the fast- 
growing 
condominium housing 
in­ 
dustry to determine whether firms 
have been using unfair or deceptive 
practices. 
In announcing the probe Thursday, 
the FTC said it has taken no position as 
to whether law violations exist, but it 
said it would take corrective action 
should its staff uncover violations. 
Condominiums can be permanent 
housing or vacation units in which the 
buyer owns a townhouse or apartment. 
Some other assets, such as recrea­ 
tional facilities, are held in common or 
retained by the developer. 
The rapid growth in condominium 
ownership has been spurred by rising 
land values, increased overhead for 
landlords and the popularity of a 
second home. 
The FTC did not say what practices 
or com plaints prom pted the in­ 
vestigation. Common complaints of 
condominium buyers, however, in­ 
cluded hidden and rising charges for 
such facilities as parking lots and 
inadequate disclosure of the condition 
of heating systems, roofing, plumbing 
and other vital items.

Reports are coming in which in­ 
dicate the Colorado potato beetle is out 
in full force, according to Richard 
Miller, Extension Entomologist at The 
Ohio State University. 


Beetles come out of the ground in the 
spring about the time first shoots of 
volunteer or early planted potatoes 
appear. They feed on the early plants, 
mate, and lay orange-yellow eggs on 
the underside of leaves. One female 
lays about 500 eggs over a four to five 
week period and then dies. These eggs 
hatch in four to nine days. Young 
larvae feed and become full grown in 
two to three weeks. They enter the 
ground and change to the pupal stage. 
Adults emerge in another five to IO 
days and cycle starts all over again. 


Commercial growers use Thimet or 
Di-Syston in the furrow at planting and 
then come in with a foliar treatment 
from June on. For foliar treatment, 
use Sevin, 50 per cent WB, at the rate 
of 2 pounds per IOO gallons or 2 
tablespoons per gallon of water.

Railway Mail 
Reminiscences 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The author of 
these articles is a free lance writer of 
newspaper articles and has written for 
The Herald on several occasions. He 
entered the Railway Mail Service as a 
substitute railway postal clerk in 1941 
and retired in June 1973 as a super­ 
visor in the Columbus Post office. 
During his career with the postal 
serv ice he served in various capacities 
both as clerk and supervisor. He and 
his wife Louise live in Ashville. 
Since his retirement from the postal 
service, Leatherwood manages his 
farms and is a real estate dealer. The 
last run of the highway post office on 
June 30 prompted this series of ar­ 
ticles. in which Leatherwood recalls 
with fond memories his days as a 
railway postal clerk, retells some of 
the stories and legends of the service 
and expresses his opinions on what he 
terms “the steady deterioration of the 
mail service”. Opinions expressed in 
these articles are those of the author 
and not necessarily those of The 
Herald.

It seems incongruous to those of us 
who remember the Railway Mail 
Service that there were thousands of 
clerks sorting mail on many hundreds 
of trains across the United States, to 
realize that this once proud service is 
no more. I understand one train still 
has distribution in route—the New 
York to Washington Railway Post 
Office. With the runs of June 30, 1974 
the Highway Post Offices became 
history. 
Back rn the 1930’s there were more 
than 30,000 railway postal clerks in the 
United States. The job was rated at one 
level above post office clerks and was 
a highly respected position. Many of 
the clerks came from farms and rural 
area and it was said that the Railway 
Mail Service was composed of “far­ 
mers, failures, and school teachers". 
There was a modicum of truth in this 
statement. (Editor’s note: The author 
was not a school teacher) Regardless 


of their humble background, railway 
postal clerks were known as the 
“ Princes of the Post Offices.” There 
was a great camaraderie in the Ser­ 
vice. 
But like other crafts and professions, 
there are always those who engage in a 
little horseplay and kidding. Like the 
construction workers who would send 
a new employe for a “sky hook” the 
railway mail clerks were not above a 
little hazing of a new substitute clerk. 
One time in the Geveland & Cin­ 
cinnati Railway Post Office there was 
a typical farm boy who was breaking 
in as a substitute clerk. Jobs were 
scarce and he was proud of his new 
position and was determined to do 
everything possible to gain approval of 
his superiors. He had some misgivings 
of the task assigned him but the clerks 
assured him that this was the standard 
procedure. 
So as the Cleveland bound train 
rolled into the Geveland Terminal 
among 
the 
great 
crowds 
who 
patronized the trains at that time we 
had a very young and dedicated 
substitue railway postal clerk standing 
in the door of the railway post office 
and as it rolled to a stop he raised his 
voice just like Johnny of Philip Morris 
fame or perhaps I should say more like 
he called the hogs from the back 40 
down on the farm and sang out “Hear 
Ye, Hear Ye, the U.S. Mail has now- 
arrived.
